serious business for two at* 
tractive youngsters living 
high in the Slue Ridge 
Moumaifis. 


Unlike most children who 
can't wait to rush out of the 
house evefy moffiing, romping 
and make*believe don't come 
naturally to Eddie, 6, and Shif• 
ley Frasier, 7, of Cf ozei, Va. 


the city is that the Blue 


Ridge Mountains would seem 
a paradise for children's play. 
Tinkling waterfalls lift their 
music everywhere. Great oaks 
and flowers grow lavishly over 
the landscape. 


This brother and sister ac- 
tually have to be taught how 
to play and have fun. These 
recreation lessohs are part of 
their treatment at the March 
of Dimes Birth Defects Center 
at the University of Virginia 
School of Medicine, Charlottes- 
ville. 


A visitor to the Frazier's 


weatherbeaten home, a cinder- 
block-and-shingle cottage hid* 
den in the mists of the moun- 
tains, learns quickly why "play" 
is a word without joyous mean- 
ing for Eddie and Shirley. The 
reason they don't try to pet the 
nearly tame doe grazing close 
by, or romp around with stray 
cats and dogs, is that they are 
mentally damaged, 


"When they aren't having 
their head 
spells 
(convul- 


sions)," explains their mother, 
Mrs. Josephine Frazier, as she 
performs her chores, "they just 
sit around staring, why won't 
these kids play?" 


Blonde and blue-eyed Eddie 


and Shirley both suffer from 
several birth defects. One is an 
error in their metabolism, the 
vital process by which food is 
transformed into energy. An- 
other is cerebral palsy, a lack 
of muscular control caused by 
brain damage. Aside from these 
problems, the children neither 
see nor hear well. Shirley can 
babble, but she cannot speak 
words. 


From the Frazier home it's 
like entering another world 
as you cautiously drive down 
the precipitous road into Char- 
lottesville, where the March of 
Dimes Birth Defects Center is 
located. Here the sun-filled 
recreation rooms for the young 
patients, and the 
unflagging 


optimism of the staff of pedia- 
tricians, speech and recreation 
therapists, psychologists and 
social workers, contrast sharp- 
ly with the gloom at the Fra- 
?.ier cottage 5,000 feet up in 
the scudding clouds of the Blue 
Ridge.

Afew Gimmick 
Confusing 
to Radar

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon is buying huge quanti- 
ties of tinsel-like "countermea- 
sure chaff to throw a blizzard 
of confusing images Into radars 
guiding North Vietnam's anti- 
aircraft guns. 


The move reflects efforts to 


curb U.S. aircraft losses in the 
war, 
now totaling 758 
over 


North 
Vietnam in less than 


three years of operation. 


The chaff, made up of thread- 


sized strips of aluminum-coated 
fiberglass, Is fired in puffs by 
American 
pilots 
approaching 


bombing target areas. 


The puffs reflect enemy radar 


signals and create blips on ra- 
dar screens just like planes, 
confusing anti-aircraft crews. 


"It's 
like someone rolling a 


bunch of coconuts down a hill 
toward you with a hand grenade 
somewhere 
among 
them," a 


Navy officer explained. 


In the past few days the Navy 


has ordered more than $1 mil- 
lion in chaff canisters, equaling 
Its total purchases for the fiscal 
year ending last June 30. The 
Pentagon said "the Navy will or-

more by next summer. 


The Air Force is more than 


quadrupling Us use of chaff. Of-

'Heart specialists around the 
world were waiting to see If 
Washkansky's body would ac- 
cept or reject the heart of De- 
nise Ann Darvall, an accounting 
machine operator killed in a car 
crash. 


"The longer Washkansky goes 


on, the better," said Dr. Jaco- 
bus G. Burger, medical supervi- 
sor of the hospital, "although 
that does not mean the heart 
will not be rejected later. The 
body could decide In 5 or 10 
years' time that It doesn't want 
this heart." 


Washkansky had a tracheoto- 


my—a breathing tube inserted 
in his throat— and could not 
speak although he was reported 
fully 
conscious 
Sunday after- 


noon after the five-hour opera- 
tion. He was being fed anticoa- 
gulants to prevent blood clot- 
ting. Dr. Berger said that with- 
out the transplant Washkansky 
would have been dead within a 
few days because his heart's 
muscle was worn down. 


The landmark operation was 


supervised by Dr. Jan. H. Louw, 
the hospital's chief surgeon, 
with Prof. Chris Barnard oer- 
forming the main surgery. 


Surgeons removed the heart 


from Miss Darvall's body first 
and kept it going by a mechani- 
cal pump/while they took out 
Wasl£:ansky's damaged heart.

transplanted 
the 


girl's heart into the man's chest 
and started it beating with jolts 
from electrodes. 


"It was like turning the Igni- 


tion switch of a car," said Dr. 
Louw. 


The case was followed with 


extreme interest in the United 
States, where heart disease is 
the nation's leading killer. 


"It sounds to me like a damn 


good job- scientifically valid," 
said Dr. Norman E. Shumway, 
head of the cardiovascular sur- 
gery division at the Stanford 
Medical Center. 


He said his staff is ready to

LITTLE ROCK (AP) 


Arkansas Supreme Court upheld 
today a ruling that invalidated 
the results of an election in Ar- 
kansas County which imposed a 
one-mill tax on real and per- 
sonal property to be used for 
maintenance of a public library 
at Stuttgart. 


The high court, affirming a 


decision by Circuit Court in Ar- 
kansas County, held that faulty 
ballots on the matter presented 
to voters at the November 1966 
election reasonably 
may have 


caused some voters not to vote, 
or to vote for the tax. 


The measure had passed by a 


vote of 1,506 to 1,035 with 1,540 
persons not voting, as deter- 
mined by votes cast In other 
races, including the governor's 
race.

could mark his ballot.
